The nearest prior art for the subject-matter of claim 1 is described in US-A-4376357. 
Inventive step: 

The control unit carries out a continuous detection of burrs on the blades during 
grinding and the shaping tool carries out the shaping of the grinding wheel In function of 
the continuous detection of burrs without stopping the grinding process of the rotor. 

Advantage of the invention:
